Blast: So it seems you've gotten yourself 
a new bass player. Why wasn't the old 
one working out? Is the new bassist 
working out better? 

K: Well our old bass player is a fucking 
pussy faggot bitch who tried to fuck us 
over. He also decided he would pretend to 
be a nazi for attention or some shit. Fuck 
him we don't have time for children's 
games. 

Blast: How long have you guys been 
together now? Do you get to gig often? 

K: About a year and a half. Not as often 
as we would like to. Jacksonville is kinda 
weird like that. Most shows are at the 
milk bar who aren't really keen on real 
punk bands playing there or something? 
We’ve played some pretty filn shows in the 
past. Right now we are trying to work in 
our new members then we'll be back in full 
swing hopefully. 

Blast: What are some of your influences 
in the things you write about? 

K: A lot of anti-army/war songs umm 
some other songs about society and life in 
general and a few songs just to make fun of 
people. I guess we are influenced by the 
fuckhead army recruiters that harass the 
shit out of everyone, and the little gothic 
children that make it so easy to make fun of 
them... 

Blast: Sound wise where do you see the 
direction of the band heading in hate 
future? 

K: I think we will keep it in the same vein 
as what we're doing now. We Try real 
hard to throw lots of different influences in 
our songs, if you listen there is a lot of 
street punk and hardcore mixed together 
with a touch of oi and rock n roll.

Blast: So when are you going to stop rip¬ 
ping of Poison and start writing your 
own damn songs? 

K: When we get a letter on nursing home 
stationary that tells us to quit or they'll 
throw their walkers at us. 

Blast: Give me some of your pet peeves? 
K: People who bitch about no shows com¬ 
ing then turn around and sneak in to the 
shows that there are and offer no support 
for the scene at all. Gothics. Kids who 
think it is cool to come to a show and fuck 
up the club. That's punk rock right? 
Rebellion is smashing the walls of the only 
place that will let you listen to bands right? 
The so called 14 year old "gutter punks" 
that decide it's their job to decide who’s a 
poser because they "live on the streets" 
(yea right go the fuck home to your 
mommy and daddy) There's a bunch more 
but ohh well that’ll do. 

Blast: What's the worst band you have 
ever saw or played with? 

K: Inspection 12 PUSSIES!!!!! 

Blast: What was your best show and 
why? 

K: Well when we played with TSOL that 
was pretty fucking cool. Never in my life 
did I think we would play with them! 
Also the show in Tally where everyone 


hated us cos we weren't MXPX was pretty 
fun. Every show where you almost start a 
riot with a bunch of new schoolers is pret¬ 
ty fun... 

Blast: If you were a big rock star like 
Marilyn Manson what real obscured 
thing would you demand in your dress¬ 
ing room? 

K: Well if I was Marilyn Manson I would 
probably have small children and a lot of 
make up and other fucking gay things. 
Ohh and my black hair dye in case I don't 
look "weird" enough. Ohh I would also 
have a copy of a book called "How to be a 
Pussy and Make EveryoneThinkYour Not." 
Blast: How do you differ from that other 
band from Florida called The Jokes? 
Anybody ever confuse you two? Do you 
think you'll sue them to change their 
name? 

K:Yea then we can get some free money. 
Kind of like the people who sue a place for 
falling on their ass. Yea I'm always for 
suing people when it isn't their fault at all. 
No seriously we are umm funnier? umm 
sure. 

Blast: How come you can't get 40oz. in 
Florida? 

K: FUCKING SOUTHERN BAPTISTS. 
GOD DAMN FUCKS. I HATE THE 
SOUTH! 

Blast: Do you think the scene in 
Jacksonville is growing or still pretty 
behind? Are there any other bands 
worth mentioning? 

K: It's still pretty behind. There isn't 
enough kids who will support the scene to 
make too many shows worth while. If it's 
not someone's favorite band they don't 
show up. Umm there are a couple bands 
around here that are pretty cool. The Piss 
Marxmen is a newer rock n roll surfish 
kinda band. Pretty decent stuff. The Mad 
Crew Fugitives are still kicking shit around 
and they got Ryan from the Prolitariats in 
their band now and they've improved a 
bunch. I guess that's about it. 

Blast: What's the craziest situation 
you've ever found yourself in? 













K: Waking up in Gene's mom's bed was 
kinda weird I suppose... 

Blast: Shows in Jacksonville can get 
pretty bazaar at times. What's one of the 
most insianest you've been too? 

K: Most Insianest. That's interesting 
english.... umm well some nazi's tried to 
slit a guys throat at one show. That was 
pretty interesting. Umm that place Murray 
Hill gets pretty wild sometimes. When the 
Christians put down their bibles Whewwee 
it's a sight to be seen. They do some hard¬ 
core praying. Crazy shit. 

Blast: Are there any older bands around 
Jacksonville whom inspired your sound 
in the beginning or was it mostly outside 
influences? 

K: As far as older Jax bands, I thought the 
Proletariats and the Disasters were pretty 
cool. FOC is also a pretty good band. 
Most of our influences were from outside 
scenes though. Lot of UK82 stuff and 
some NYHC. 

Blast: Politics and Punk do you feel 
sometimes kids are being put in a situa¬ 
tion where they are being forced into a 
political stance that they've not had the 
maturity to formulate an opinion from 
their own experiences and observations? 
And do you feel you can be Punk with¬ 
out being political? 

K: I don't think kids are forced to be polit¬ 
ical too early but I do think that there are 
too many kids that attempt to seem as 
though they are political experts by the age 
of 14. I also think there are too many kids 
that feel like they must take a political 
stance so they take one without knowing 
fully what it is their talking about. 
Example the kids in the malls with the 
"Circle A" t-shirts. Forced to make a 
stance but not knowing what exactly a 
stance is I suppose. As far as being punk 
without being political.. I think that can be 
done but I think politics are a large part of 
punk rock. I also think though that poli¬ 
tics amidst our scene as a tool to fight are 
completely pointless. There are too few 
of us to fight over something that minor. 
Blast: Do ym fee l most the kids in your

K: Not at all. It is a fasion statement of 
being "punk rock" I suppose. No twenty 
dollar t-shirt you bought at the mall pro¬ 
motes anarchy. With a little bit of time 
and research you can understand which 
political stance you REALLY want to take 
rather than just wearing the proper punk 
rock accessories. 

Blast: How would you describe scene 
activism in Jacksonville area? 

K: Well there is a definite core of kids 
around here that devote a lot of time and 
effort towards building something around 
here. This core of kids is definitely an 
amazing group of people and definitely 
show the proud side of the scene. There 
are also a lot of people that just come to use 
the scene for personal pleasure and give 
fuck all about anyone but themselves. 
These people sneak in shows and bust 
down walls just to look tough but wind up 
looking like jackasses. But I don't think 
this question is about them, so there are 
definately some cool kids around here. As 
for political activism, (was that what you 
were talking about?) there really isn't much 
just because politics differ so much around 
here that to try any kind of activist scheme 
would just tear apart what little scene we 
have. 

Blast: If either of you had major politi¬ 
cal influence what travesty of injustice 
would you seek to correct? 

K: There are too many to name just one. 
Right now I think the Lori Berenson case is 
pretty fucked up as well as the numerous 
police brutality cases that have sprung up 
in the last year. 

Blast: What would be your dream band 
to tour with? 

K: Well, first off I'm gunna cheat and

Blast: What would people expect to see 
at one of your shows? 

K: Well Mostly just very high energy 
punk rock. We try to get the crowd 
involved as much as possible because we 
all know these are the most fun to watch. 
We throw in a few covers so people who 
don't know our stuff can sing along and 
have some fun as well. We don't preach in 
between songs cause that isn't the time or 
place to make people feel inferior for not 
knowing what your talking about. We are 
basically straight forward, as in your face 
as possible, hardcore punk.

2. How do you feel about comparisons to the Pietasters? 

Pietasters, huh?! That's the first time I've heard us compared to 
them. Now that you mention it... I can see it. I like The 
Pietasters. The first time I saw them here in Chicago they covered 
a Jam song, that pretty much sold me. 

3. What band are you glad you don't sound like? 

KORN. 

Honestly... Deal’s Gone Bad is glad that they don't sound like 
(your favorite ska-core band name here). The word "SKA" is 
becoming to the early "00s" what the word "DISCO" was to the 
early "80s". Try telling a record store buyer you're a "ska" band 
and then get him to listen to another word you have to say. They 
immediately think "huphuphup - homhomhom - power chord" 
and that's not our bag. I'm not bagging on ska-core (well maybe 
a little...) I appreciate it for what it is but it's not what we do. 

4. Exactly why did the deal go bad? 

Please refer to any picture you've ever seen of Deal's Gone Bad 
and ask yourself how the deal could go otherwise for a group of 
scumbags of this caliber. 

5. Is ska taking over the blues yet as the new Chicago sound?

In Chi-town, 
blues is and always will be King. 

6. What were you doing prior to Deal's Gone Bad?

Dave put the band together a year and a half or so before I joined. 
I think most of us had been into ska forever (like early 80s for¬ 
ever!) It's really pretty fantastic the band made it off the ground, 
Dave fired it up and to all of our amazement, it kept running! 
Now we're getting good at it. Julio believes wholeheartedly that 
God wants Deal's Gone Bad to exist. I suppose "We're on a mis¬ 
sion from God". 

8. Does Deal's Gone Bad have a specific artist or period influ¬ 
ence in it's music? 

I'd say our major influence is the Ska/Rocksteady/Reggae scene 
of 1960s/70s. Big shock. We mix the old school groove some¬ 
times unconsciously with the influences we all bring with us as 
individuals, punk, funk, soul, rock jazz, power-pop whatever. 
Chicago is a good place for us to develop our OWN sound. 
There's not a lot of other bands around here doing what we do so 
there's not that subtle "we're more authentic than you" competi¬ 
tion. I think that plays a huge part in why we sound like Deal's 
Gone Bad. 

9. Who's the better macing band Pietasters or Deal's Gone 
Bad and don’t give me that "we've got girlfriends"? (unless 
they come to Florida chances are they ain't gonna see it. so be 
honest) 

With the possible exception of Karl and Louis (who can match 
ANY band mack for mack), I'd have to go with The Pietatsers 
because the rest of us a bunch of filthy thugs. See question #4 - 
Ick. 

10. Why should I go to a Deal's Gone Bad show and what 
should I expect? 

Well, you'll definitely get your groove on - BUT - there is that 
added Deal's Gone Bad BONUS! We often get loaded! It's fun 
to watch people get loaded! You should go see Deal's Gone Bad 
for the same reason you like demolition derbies. 

11. Does there come a time when you just wanna choke some¬ 
body in the band? 

I got roommates and sometimes I just wanna choke 'em you 
know what I mean. I can imagine being on the road with that 
many people you just wanna choke 'em every know and than. 
Phil and Dave have been known to go at it pretty good. I'll jump 
in the mix from time to time.

Just kidding I'd probably steer clear of 
them. The guy who's not in the band anymore. 

13. So how many recording has Deal's Gone 
Bad put out to date and which do you really 
feel boss about? 

We've got 2 full length CDs out right now. Both 
of them are on Jump Up! Records out of Chicago. 
Last year we released "Large And In Charge". It 
was our debut and it got a lot of good 
response. We were blown away by all 
i : the great reviews. In November we put 
our second CD "Overboard" out and 
we're just starting to hear back. The 
response from this one has been even 
better than the first! We're "feelin' boss" 
about that! The sound you get on 
"Overboard" is kind of what we're all 
about. A lot of the songs were already established in our live set 
when the first one came out. This is due to the fact that "Large 
And In Charge" took forever to finish - we actually wound up 
recording the ENTIRE CD twice! The first sessions were too 
rough to use. We did turn 2 of those tracks into a 7" for all those 
gung ho DGB aficionados out there... it’s available on our web 
site "www.dealsgonebad.com" for $4.00. just as many world 
series as your Florida teams AND they've won more games than 
both your teams COMBINED! So what if they had a 95 year head 
start.

Last week, a group of girls in my university lecture were 
asked if the feminists of the 1960s would see them as modern-day 
feminists too. The girls replied that things for women had 
changed and greatly improved since the 1960s because women 
now have greater social and economic independence than before 
the 1960s. One girl went on to say: "It is not so much of an issue 
anymore". This reporter felt like hurling a brick at her complacent 
face! As you probably gather, I do not share her view. Although, 
I do agree that a lot has changed - yes, improved - for women 
since the start of the 20th century, there is still a very long way to 
go before women's rights are "not an issue anymore". 

In 1991 feminists, namely Susan Faludi were arguing 
that the 1980s were a time of backlash against the leeway made by 
the women's movement of the 1960s and 1970s. Faludi's 1991 
best-selling book "Backlash: The Undeclared War Against 

American 
Women", was pub¬ 
lished amid great 
publicity, both 
favorable and hos¬ 
tile. In the book, 
Faludi argues that 
women's struggle 
for equality was 
under attack. Not 
only were the 
gains made during 
the 1960s and 
1970s being 
assaulted, but fem¬ 
inism was being 
opposed as the 
source of women's 
discontent. On 
close inspection of 
contemporary cul¬ 
ture, Faludi argued 
that this backlash 
disturbingly con¬ 
vinced many women that by pursuing feminism and equality they 
would end up alone. 

This backlash is reflected in films of the era, like Fatal 
Attraction where Michael Douglas' character cheats on his wife 
with a successful, single, career woman (Glenn Close), who turns 
out to be an obsessive nut-case. The film suggests that this is what 
happens to a single, career-minded woman, if she is not rooted in 
I order of traditional domesticity, like Douglas' wife played by 
Archer. Faludi concludes in her book, that women are not 
. unhappy because of feminism but the social pressure to 


the 


cease and reverse their quest for equality. 

In current society, this quest for equality continues. In a 
British national newspaper published just this week the front page 
headline screams: "THE SEXIST PAY DIVIDE". It reports that 
women who choose to have a career over motherhood, are look¬ 
ing to earn £100,000 less than their male colleagues, throughout 
their working lives. Moreover, the report claims that women who 
stay single and childless, and devote themselves to climbing the 
career ladder still suffer the financial effects of sex discrimination. 
In short, as a government source in the article says: 'Women are 
getting paid less because they are women'. 

Popular culture is an excellent area in which to examine 
the progress of women's rights because of its wide-ranging audi¬ 
ence. The movie industry still favors the male action hero 
(Schwarznegger, Willis), in salary as well as portrayal. Although 
there have been some intrusions of Girl Power in the form of Tank 
Girl and Barb Wire, these portrayals of women - originally 
penned by men in comic books - have been exploitative of women 
at worst and as films, they have not been high quality examples of 
the action film genre. Geena Davis in The Long Kiss Goodnight 
seemed like a stab at a new kind of action heroine. Davis is billed 
above actor Samuel L. Jackson, and is the leading figure of action 
throughout the film. Jackson plays her not-as-tough, chicken- 
hearted foil. However, the end of the film sees her returning to her 
domestic role as housewife, despite her short time as a "kick-ass 
mom". This kind of conclusion can be read in two ways. Firstly, 
it suggests that women can be responsible, traditional housewives 
but this does not mean they cannot also be action heroine. 
Secondly, it implies that women should be allowed their "sporadic 
adventures" but must settle to return to their limited, household 
roles when all is said and done. Media texts are teeming with 
these ambiguities which result in unbalanced portrayals of 
women. Overall, the scales do not tip in favor of women. 

In Hollywood action blockbusters, on the whole, women 
are forced to be "damsels-in-distress" while their male protectors 
either exploit them and then claim to love them (True Lies) or they 
are the classic whiny, fragile, innocent and weak objects who are 
the rewards for their muscled, male rescuers. 

Television, being able to showcase a broader variety of 
characters, seems to be ahead of the film indu stry in the gender 













wars. There seems to be more of a conscious effort within this 
medium, to challenge traditional gender stereotypes and to 
broaden the characterizations of women. It seems the 1990s 
especially, saw the introduction of stronger female characters in 
television. Helen Mirren in Prime Suspect and Lucy Lawless in 
Xena: Warrior Princess, to name but a few. One of the first was 
Special Agent Dana Scully from The X-Files. Many fans write 
in to the official X-Files Magazine, commenting on how Agent 
Scully has become an inspirational role model for them and hun¬ 
dreds of other young girls and women. Actress Gillian Anderson 
who plays Scully, has also remarked that the most satisfying 
aspect of playing the female half of the X-Files duo, is the 
enlightenment her character has provided to many women. She 
claims many have written and told her that Scully has given them 
the strength to get through many a difficult situation. However, 
one may argue that the exterior of this character is just to button 
feminist ranting 
because in the shows 
subtle reality Scully 
is still following the 
man around and 
cleaning up his dirty 
messes for him. In 
this matter the basics 
of equality between 
the man and the 
woman have been 
fuzzed while trying to 
be projected in a 
drama medium. One 
should not let the out¬ 
ward appearance of 
Scully as a strong 
woman, stop them 
from examining other 
aspects of her role 

which are not quite consistent with this initial portrayal. 

Usually a program like The X-Files has been careful to maintain 
distance from a character's occasional acknowledgment of 
Scully's good looks. In an episode titled "Milagro", this distance 
is eradicated and the camera becomes voyeur as it pans around 
her character lingeringly, dwelling on her face, her hands, her 
hair, with a voice-over from her stalker, who is not in the room - 
in short this sequence is eroticising her. The effect is quite 
unpleasant, and serves mainly to 'erase Scully as a human being' 
and present her as a mere stereotypical object of desire. 

Scully is represented as a strong female character - an 
emancipated "new woman" if you will, a great role model for 
younger girls, however many times in the show Scully's individ¬ 
ual status as a human being is denigrated to that of a 'stereotypi¬ 
cal' woman. In "Milagro"’s case she becomes an object of desire, 
and other times the producers have pinned her with the tradition¬ 
al female label of mother and/or nurturer. In much the same way, 
Agent Fox Mulder (the other half of the duo) is represented as a 
"new kind" of man - he is emotional, sensitive and - contrary to 
Scully, who is a scientist working with hard facts and tangible 
evidence - he follows his intangible instincts. 

From first impressions, it seems the shows producers are smash- 
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ing gender stereotypes but they are in fact reinforcing them, as| 
most case files involve Mulder running off single-mindedly on j 
a wild hunch, with an air of arrogance and like the maverick he 1 
is known to be. The majority of episode conclusions end up ini 
Mulder's favor, leaving Scully looking pathetic and stupid I 
(although she clearly is not). While Mulder is pursuing his] 
wild hunches and setting off adventurously to various destina-j 
tions - to other parts of the globe in some instances - like anj 
archetypal male loner bitten by wanderlust, Scully stays on] 
home turf running tedious tasks like paperwork and science 
tests. Much like the traditional homesteader woman, who used 
to mind the domestic situation of the 'private sphere', Scully || 
minds the affairs at home, so that everything is in order for ■ 
Mulder's return. She is also the only half of the partnership,! 
who is remotely religious. It seems that the traditional role of 1 
religious nurturer has been re-assigned to Scully although she j 
i$ a new woman. 

Despite, providing a strong role model for young girls ; 
and women, on closer scrutiny, the character of Dana Scully \ I 
also emphasizes certain traditional female stereotypes which ^ 
work to subtly demote women to subservient positions. The f 
illusion seems to be that "women already have more rights than J 
men", however this smug and limiting supposition is inaccu¬ 
rate, especially upon a closer examination of society and its || 
culture. 

Things may seem to be improving for women butj 
there is still a long way to go. The worst thing for women’s 
rights - or any civil rights cause for that matter - is the assump-1? 
tion that the issue is not as pressing as it once was, and the 
complacency of people who refuse to take a closer look at the 
underbelly of our far-from-perfect society. HKG

HOW UNSCRUPULOUS PEOPLE ARE GETTING YOUR 
MONEY OUT OFF PAY PHONES. 

First a little understanding how pay phones work. On a 
normal phone line there only two wires used: Ring and Tip (red 
and green) but pay phones use these but also use a yellow and 
black to control the coin mechanism,relays and solenoids. These 
are the ones the thieves are after. What they do is find a section of 
the wire (usually found inside the plastic shroud running down the 
wall or the junction box outside)where a cut will not be seen too 
easily.

Blast:What’s the Dead End Kids been up to of late?

G: We've just returned from New York, our show at CB's was 
broadcasted on cbgb website and now we are recording our cd for 
Fug. Skanking Skull is our own label but we've always put out 
.records on Skanking Skull and other labels...elevator, all drunk 
productions, KA, Pelado, BP? Lasagna in Poland, Incognito in 
Germany...all have been great. Now we're recording for FUG. 
He's a great guy. I am always happy when someone wants to 
release Dead End Kids.

Blast: Do you feel in general that punk has become too pc in 
terms that most kids don't really research alot of subject mat¬ 
ters thoroughly to give an opinion?

The legal system in the US is one arm of the octopus we call “The 
System.: It was designed by and is used for the benefit of those who con¬ 
trol our society. It was not designed to protect the “rights” of those who 
oppose capitalism or business as usual, because of various historical acci¬ 
dents there are aspects of the law that, at least in theory, protect individ¬ 
ual “liberties.” The law presumes, however, that everyone knows what 
these protections are and if you don’t know what they are, it is very easy 
to “waive” these rights. Therefore, in the interest of giving us all an equal 
chance when we’re confronted by the cops, here are some thoughts on the 
law of police stops and searches. This article is based on how things are 
supposed to be “in theory.” There reality is that police can and will do 
anything they want out on the street. And they won’t hesitate to lie about 
it later on. But some cops are worse than others and a lot of them may 
treat you differently if they think you know your rights. The police 
depend on fear and intimidation to get what they want. Don’t let them get 
away with more than they are allowed to because of fear. If you run into 
a really band cop, talking back to him and standing up for your rights 
might get you beaten up or killed, so be careful about the realistic limits 
of the “law” and of your rights in America. Cops are perhaps the most 
dangerous members of our society, so be careful when you talk to them. 

David Simon, a reporter for the Baltimore Sun in his book 
Homicide, PP. 204-20, shows how cops “trick” the ignorant into waiving 
the right after the rights. The basic strategy he writes about t involves 
bombarding the subject with so many questions that s/he doesn’t’ think to 
say “I want to talk to a lawyer and I don’t want to answer any questions 
until I do. “ Simon reports that cops follow the letter of the law, ignoring 
the spirit. T a subject who says, “Maybe I should get a lawyer” is ment 
with the response, “Maybe you should.” Similarly: “Those few with 
heart enough to ask whether they are under arrest are often answered with 
a question: “Whey? Do you want to me?-” “ NO” -Then sit the fuck 
down.” Cops are tricky. You have to be explicit in invoking your rights, 
otherwise you “waive” them. The correct response to “Why? Do you 
want to be?” is “You did not answer my question. Am I under arrest? If 
I am not I desire to leave now.” That sharpens the point a little, but is still 
non-confrontational. The next round is to state that “Under the 
Constitution and Bill of Rights of the United States, I am free to leave 
unless I am being detained or under arrest. I desire to exercise those 
rights. I desire to leave now. May I leave?” If the discussion continues 
beyond this point you’re probably detained or under arrest from a legal 
perspective. If you’re still in the building at this point your next utterance 
ought to be “ I want a lawyer. Now.” 

Preliminaries 

First, make absolutely sure that you are in fact dealing with a 
bona-Fide police officer; impersonation of police officers by criminals is 
an increasing problem. Ask for identification from any non-uniformed 
person purporting to be a law enforcement officer. If, in a vehicle, you 
have any doubts as to whether the people attempting to stop you really are 
police (no flashing lightbar, no marked police car and/or no police uni¬ 
forms or identification) KEEP DRIVING at a safe speed to the nearest 
police or fire station, open gas station or service plaza. If it really is a 
- police there will be more police cars appearing very shortly once you 
^g tstop after the initial request to pull over, you should stop 


actually the police attempting to stop you, they will not be pleased that 
you didn’t stop immediately, but they should understand your behavior 
and not hold it against you if then deal with them correctly. Always keep 
you hands in plain sight and your arms ant your sides when dealing with 
a police officer. Make no sudden moves and speak in a level, calm voice. 
Be very polite and to the point; insults and invective may feel good, but 
can only make your situation (much) worse. If you are stopped in your 
car at night, pull completely off the road, turn off your engine, lock your 
doors, roll up all windows except the driver’s window and turn on the 
overhead light. Have your license, registration and proof of insurance 
out for the officer when he arrives at your vehicle, your production 
of those items will be his first request during a normal traffic stop Do not 
get our of your car unless told to. When a police officer stops you on the 
street, the law says that the stop will fall into one of 3 categories: 

consensual contact, detention or arrest. Which one you’re in determines 
how badly the can fuck with you. At one end is “consensual contact.” 
This means that the officer comes up to you and says “Can I speak with 
you?” If you say “yes, you have consented to have contact with the 
police. That is very bad. The result of such “consent” is that you won’t 
have various “rights” under the Constitution. 

Contact 

SPECIALLY if you think you may be guilty of some¬ 
thing (you have a warrant out on you, you are carrying drugs, you just 
did something illegalO, NEVER consent to talk to a police officer. This 
sounds backwards. The normal impulse when confronted with a cop is to 
be polite and try to convince them that you aren’t doing anything. If you 
follow such an impulse, you are unlikely to actually convince the officer 
and if the cop gets you on something, you won’t be able to get out of it 
later on in court. Never voluntarily talk to the police! If you don’t think 
you are guilty of anything, it still isn’t a good idea to consensually talk to 
the cop. You never know how the conversation will end up. And if 
people figure “well, I’m not guilty of anything so I’ll let the police stop 
me and ask me a few questions now and then” the police stat will be on 
the march. Further, it will encourage the idea that people who don’t want 
to talk to the police have something to hide. How do I avoid a consensu¬ 
al contact? If the cop asks, “Can I talk to you” say something like “I’m 
sorry, I’m in a hurry and I don’t have time to talk to you right now.” If 
the cop insists, ask him “Are you detaining me? Am I free to leave?” 
Ask this several times to make sure the cop will have a hard time lying 
and saying you didn’t mention it later on if you get to court. If it is rally 
a consensual contact, the officer ought to let you go on your way if you 
ask to go. If you don’t actually verbally ask to leave, the court will 
presume that you consented to whatever follows. 

Detaatiooa 

The next category of citizen/police contact is called detention. 
The police are only allowed to detain a citizen when there are “specific 
and articuble facts supporting suspicion” that you are involved in crimi¬ 
nal activity. This means that they can’t detain you on a “hunch.” 
“Specific and articulable facts” (SAF) means that the police must have 
observed something about your behavior and character that links you with 
specific criminal activity. If the police detain you without SAF, the deten¬ 
tion is illegal and whatever they obtain as a result of the detention (evi¬ 
dence or arrest) cannot be used against you in court. How does Ms all 
work in practice? Suppose the police stop you because it is late at night, 
you are walking around the city, “you look at them funny”, look “strange” 
or are homeless or the wrong color. The officer says “Excuse me, may I 
talk to you?” You say arrest alright. You have just consented to talk to the 
police. If the officer notices after talking to you for a while that you have 
spray paint on your finger or wheat paste on your clothing, or notices a 
bulge in your coat, die officer can find cause to detain you and could 
eventually you. If however, you say “no I have to go” the officer is sup¬ 
posed to let you go because he or she doesn’t have SAF that you are 
involved n criminal activity just because you look funny and it is night¬ 
time. The courts have found all of the mentioned about insufficient to

justify a detention. 
If the cop says, 
“Well, you can’;t 
go: or otherwise 
detain you, then if 
they do finally 
resort to arresting 
you, you may be 
albe to avoid the 
penalty because the 
original detention 
was illegal. If the 
officer detains you 
and finds nothing, you should complain to the city, the “police review 
commission” in your town ( if there is one) and you should let COP- 
WATCH know about what happened (501-548-0425). Often (except as 
noted below), when you start throwing around terms like ex “detention” 
and “specific and articulable facts”the cop is going to lay off. A lot of 
polices power is intimidation and the public’s ignorance. It is crucial that 


you let the officer know that you are not “consenting” to talk to him and 
that the only way you will talk to him is if he detains you. There may be 
SAF in some circumstances. If you rob a bank wearing red pants and a 
strip tie and are spotted 15 minutes later in those same clothes carrying 
a white money bag reported missing by the bank, the police will proba¬ 
bly ha SAF. There is nothing illegal about the police detention if they 
have SAF, but not just anything is a “specific and articulable fact” sup¬ 
porting suspicion that you are involved in criminal activity. The facts 
have to be specific, A lot of “police harassment” situations involve the 
police stopping people because the “look wrong” and then going on “ 
fishing expeditions” looking for a valid reason to arrest which they didn’t 
have at the beginning of the sop. Don’t give the officer a chance of find 
anything out -Just say “NO”. What if the officer asks to search? More 


serious than consensual contact and detention is an arrest. For an arrest, 
the police need high level of suspicion of your involvement in criminal 
activity. If you are arrested, the police can search you as part of the arrest. 
Bearchm 

If the officer asks to search you without arresting you, you can 
say “no.” The police have the right to search for weapons if the feel in 
danger of being attacked. They are not allowed to search people for other 
items. In a lot of cases the police ask to search someone and obtain “con¬ 
sent” t search. Even thought eh search isn’t justified, it will be legal 
because the citizen didn’t object and therefore “consent” is presumed. If 
the officer asks to search you or any of your property, say no and ask if 
you are under arrest or if they have a warrant. If you aren’t and they don’t 
tell them, “I would rather not let you search.” They may ask many times 
and seem to be acting with complete authority. Just Say No. You will not 
let then search you unless they arrest you or have a warrant, and you don’t 
have a weapon. If they search anyway and find something, you may be 
able to escape the penalty later in court. If the cop is obeying the law, 
they should leave you alone. The fact that you refused to be searched 
does not make you more “suspicious” and give them an excuse to search. 
Of course as stated above, the police may ignore all of these laws and they 
may be less than polite and non-violent. When a cop gets out of control, 
deal with it carefully. But don’t voluntarily consent to either a search or 
a detention. 

Arrest 

Once you are under arrest, offer no physical resistance, volun¬ 
teer nothing and answer no questions, nothing you can say will prevent 
your being handcuffed and taken to the station for booking. Anything 
you can be used as evidence against you in court. Resistance to hand¬ 
cuffing and any police action/orders will get you an automatic “Resisting 
Arrest” charge as well as any number of injuries as the police use what¬ 
ever force they deem necessary against you with their directions. Your 
only response to any interrogation from the moment that you are told that 
you are under arrest should be “I want a lawyer”. 
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Life in the United States is hectic. Each family, whether 
it b a lower, middle or upper class, has much to do and many 
things on the mid. there is not much time to do for oneself never 
mind solve a societal problem. We are too busy trying to make 
the green, watching TV or buying something new to pay attention 
to the ailment so f the world. So what do we do? find the easy 
way out. There is nothing wrong with that. It makes things less 
complicated then they have to be. But does it work? 

In the year 1918, The American Psychiatric Association 
released a Diagnostic and Statistical manual listing every mental 
disease treatable with medication. At the time, there were 22. 
One cold not receive medication without having one of these spe¬ 
cific diseases. How severe the disease was and how far it was also 
played a factor in receiving medication, nowadays, things have 
changed a bit. The Board released an updated version of the 
Manual in 1994 declaring that there are now over 300 mental dis¬ 
abilities treatable with medication. Is this because of an advance¬ 
ment in technology? Is it maybe an advancement in mental health 
studies? Maybe not. 

One of the diseases the manual lists is called 
“Oppositional Defiant Disorder.” One who stuffers from this dis¬ 
ease must be a child. One tends to lose one’s temper often and 
argues with adults. One also actively defies rules and regulations 
set forth by adults and tends to be deliberately annoying and is 
obedient. If a child represents this behavior in there everyday 
actions, they are sanctioned mediation. Something certainly 
seems to be wrong with this situation. Just about every child in 
eh USA represents such behavior and to be a large scale!. Do we 
want to mediate the entire nations’ children? This is not a proper 
answer to the problem. The children aren’t getting better. We 
must consider the fact that the root of the problem is not biologi¬ 
cal. These children are the product of bad parenting and and igno¬ 
rant, careless, capricious society. 

A pill is easy. A person starts acting up and they throw 
one down with a glass of H20. Boom, its all good again...or will 
it?. By declaring that these mental diseases are medical problems 
placed upon a human at birth, we are buying into an ideology. 
Were becoming more and more unwilling to look at other reasons 
for why these problems occur. Whey? Because we’re lazy, 
because it simple, because it is what TV tells us to do. This is 
more than a threat to society. We see the grave effects with a lit¬ 
tle disease called ADD. 

Attention Deficit Disorder is a new sensation sweeping 
the nation. Where it didn’t exist 20 years ago, it has become a sta¬ 
ple of the everyday American family. Today, over four million 
children’s lives are intruded upon with this disease and it “cure,” 
Ritalin. These children, whose numbers grow each day, are being 
medicated with Ritalin to help calm them down at the home and 


in the classroom. This pill basically messes with chemicals in 
the mid to make th child sit still, focus and pay attention to the 
task at hand, creating a submissive, zombie-like creature some¬ 
what resembling a human being. As the idea of ADD continues 
to spread, so does Ritalin, now moving its way into younger and 
younger children, some even 4 years old! This non normal prac¬ 
tice amount schools and in the home. It is sending the message 
to the rest of the world that these kids have a problem and there 
is nothing we can o about it. It’s been there forever and won’t go 
away - except then we medicate them. ( An interesting reason to 
hid behind.) If we believe this, we don’t have to change our soci¬ 
ety, we don’t have to fix our homes, we don’t have to spend more 
time wit our children, we don’t need to offer any tender loving 
care. I bet the drug companies are loving this. When we get a 
closer look at American society, drugs are nothing more than a 
scapegoat, a joke and a harbinger of problems to come. 

Did we make this child a monster? let’s first look at the 
home. Families currently have some serious problems in the USA. 
The lower class is suffering great ailments in the family that pro¬ 
vide some powerful reason why children are acting out. for exam¬ 
ple, social mobility is a very rare privilege these days. A study 
staged by Pirtrim Sorokom fond that moving up the social ladder 
is far less probable than most Americans think. The fact is where 
one is bom is most probably the class one is going to stay in for 
the rest of his/her life. Those who live in poverty usually have a 
family member or loved one in jail. Not quite a confidence boost¬ 
er for a youngin. Why are they in prison you ask? Because they 
see no other way out. Unemployment is high, therefore crime is 
high. It is a fat that when unemployment goes down, so does 
crime, divorce, abortion and there births of illegitimate children. 
The poor are living in a endless cycle of destruction with nowhere 
to go. Along with the highest divorce rate among the classes, all 
of these issues add up to a breakdown of solidarity and commu¬ 
nity. A child grows up imbuing the feeling of hopelessness. 
He/she does not have good family life. He/she does not have a 
good experience living. The loneliness and aimlessness kick in 
young. With nowhere to turn, the child lashes out through ill- 
behavior-what we call ADD. the middle class family suffers from 
similar issues caused by different aspect of society. In this mod¬ 
em day America, being a middle class citizen is harder than ever. 
In the 1970’s a middle class family needed one parent working 
forty hours a week. This was usually the man. If a man was able 
to provide this, they had a comfortable existence. Nowadays, 
things have changed immensely, now, to live to the same stan¬ 
dards, two parents have to work excessive hours. The result is 
parents spend approximately 12 hours a 
week with their children. Why does this 
happen? Society teaches us that we should 
fear, above all things, downward mobility. 

The middle class have and will continue to 
go to great lengths to save their status- 
even compromise the lives of their chil¬ 
dren. here, the children have breakdown 
insolidarity with their parents. They feel 
trapped and alone in their own juvenile 
way. They too begin to fear downward 
mobility and pick up on the anxieties of 
their family. In the end, they tool ash out. 

Finally, we seethe upper class. It is hard to ;i 







pinpoint the “on the surface” reasons for 
the pain of the rich. The really do not have 
to worry about downward mobility nor do 
they lack free time. Nevertheless, it is 
obvious there is a a problem amongst this 
class, as there was with the others, creating 
a mental breakdown amongst this elite 
% class, nearly all of the eating disorders in 

America come from this class. People are 
unhappy. The are constantly looking to 
change themselves. It is fully completely 
tied in with the goal of the nation. They 
gain the feeling of aimlessness just 
as the other classes did. The result: the lashing 
out of children- ADD. 

These bend up emotion, deeply rooted in a child’s mind 
and soul, can not be cured by a single pill. The pill is merely 
suppressing the reaction and, in some cases, just making it hard¬ 
er for a child to cope with his/her ability to face reality. Maybe 
there role of the family should change. Maybe people should rec¬ 
ognize the pain they are putting on their children. We can say 
what should be done all day long, unfortunately, as the truth has 
it, in this American capitalist society, it is just easier to give a pill 
and except no responsibility. Instead of spending more time with 
a child, give them a pill. Instead of creating a classroom envi¬ 
ronment where a child can be interested, give them a pill. Instead 
of training teachers well, give the e child a pill. Instead of build¬ 
ing larger, better schools where 40 kids do not have to be 
crammed in one room, give the child a pill. Instead of taking the 
time to find teachers who care, give the child a pill. These quick 
fixes are not just applicable to the case of children and ADD. 
There reach further and further into society than anyone can 
imagine. Unfortunately, no one is concerned about the real 
issues, economic forces and prosperity is how we measure the 
greatness of our nation. Therefore, no one bothers to think about 
the nations social health. If we do not look close and try to fix 
these issues, we are going to pay for it in he end...or are we 
already? Incredibly high teenage drug use, violent crime, and 
ever-growing prison system, shrinking funding for higher educa¬ 
tion, a shrinking middle class, rampant eating disorder, home¬ 
lessness, high suicide rates, and many more plaguing social 
issues continue to run amuck through our “sovereign” nation. It 
is time to get to the root of the problem. Throw away your pill 
bottles and reach a little deeper than the inside of your wallet to 
right a wrong. As we try and try to seek the answer, we must all 
realize the truth, the one horrible truth that keeps us riding along 
on this bumpy ride from hell, the truth root of all American evil: 
the capitalist logk||^ 
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
